G.S.R. 368(E).™ The following draft of certain rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government, 
after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, proposes to 
make, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), is hereby published, as 
required by the said sub-section, for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken 
into consideration after the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which 
copies of the Official Gazette in which this notification is published, are made 
available to the public;

The objections*and suggestions which may be received from any person 
with respect to the said draft rules before the expiry of the period specified above 
shall be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1 ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 

(.Amendment) Rules, 2007.' 

(2) Ihey shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the 
Official Gazette. 
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2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said rules), in rule 49, after sub-rule (26), the following proviso shall be 
inserted, namely: - 

“Provided that the retailers selling the food grains shall prominently 
display or put on notice board near the container, casket, bag, etc., for 
information of the consumers intending purchasers, a “Notice” with effect 
that the food grains have been irradiated and the logo of irradiation shall be 
displayed on the premises for the information of the intending purchasers.” 

3. In rules 73, 74, 75, 76 and 77 of the said rules, for the words, brackets and 
figures “the Atomic Energy (Control of Irradiation of Food) Rules, 1991” 
wherever they occurred, the following words, brackets and figures shall 
respectively be substituted, namely: - 

“the Atomic Energy (Control of Irradiation of Food), Rules, 2006” 

4. In rule 74 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), the following sub- rule shall be 
substituted, namely: - 

“(2) The article of food specified in column (2) for the purposes in mentioned in 

column (3) shall, at the time of irradiation, be given the dose of irradiation 
- specified in columns (4) and (5) of the of the Table given below: -
